THE SITUATION IN VIRGINIA. 
New York does not altogether overshadow 
Virginia in the public mind. On both sides 
_of the line and in both parties a deep inter- 
est is felt in the contest between Fitzingh 
Mahone and John S. Wise 
Dave been reinforced on the stump by Joha 
Bherman, Governor-elect Foraker and K »- 
_ *presentative McKinley. These Ohio gentie- 
men will not, however, make incendiary 
beeches, but will confine themselves to ta‘Ty 


everybody. John Sherman will present the 
nice things in his mostadroit manner. This 
is for the white men. 

Forthe colored troops Mahone has laid 
down a very different programme. He has 
organized them, says the Washington Post, 
into clubs, and each club into equads of not 
more then a dozen each, and the squad cap- 
tain isordered to muster his men at daylight 
on election mornirg and supply them with 
ballots, Each voter is them to go to the bal- 
lot bex and before voting, show his vote to a 
Mahoneite, who stands ready and who will 
check opposite his name on a prepared list of 
colored voters a number corresponding with 
the number of colored men who have voted. 
Each captain of a squad ischarged with the 
duty of enrolling every negro voter within 
the territory assigned him, and to bring him, 
willing or unwilling, to the polls armed and 
equipped witha republican ballot. Every 
influence and all sorts of intimidation are to 
be ured to get out the hesitating and unwill- 
ing voters. Those who want to vote the dem- 
ocratic ticket are to be kept at hame, while 
those who wish to remain at home must vote 

or Wise. Under no circumstances ara any 
of them to be permitted to vote for Lee. 
Every negro who will not support Wise is to 
be kept away from the polls, peaceably if he 
makes no objection, but forcibly and at the 
rick of his life, if it be necessary. 

There is not much uneasiness felt in dem- 
ccratic circles asto General Lee’s election; 
he is thought to be out of the woods; bat 
the control of the legislature is not so well 
ersured. Mahone has concentrated much of 
his work in the close districts of the state. 
These legislative districts—thirty in number 
—do Lot average much over one hundred 
majority either way,and there isa feeling 
that Mahone will carry enough of them to 
get asmall majority on joint ballot. 

This would be a double ailliction. It would 
inflict Mabone upon the state and country 
six more years, and would destroy all op- 
portunity to regain control of the United 
States senate in 1887, In order to give Mr. 
Hendricks a casting vote we must gain four 
senators, and our best chances are in New 
York, New Jersey, Virginia and Connecii- 
cut, If we lose the Virginia legislature, our 
slate isseriously fractured. 

But Mahone has an up-hill fight, and the 
Chances are that Lee’s victory will beso 
over-whelming that the legislative tickets 
will be carried in many of the close counties. 
The nomination of Fitzhugh Lse was, from 
all appearances, one of keen foresight and 
great sagacity. 

CAPITAL AND IMMIGRATION. 


The Savannah Morning News is not dis- 
posed to believe that the negro has settled 
the question of immigration satisfactorily, 
and yet it does not find much room for con- 
troversy.

grant does not attempt to pass and will not, 
perhaps, butif it did not exist, or if it were 
much less formidable, it is probable that the 
foreign inimigrant would not be so great a 
stranger in the southern states as he is.’’

But it is the opinion of Tar Constitution, 
efter reviewing all the efforts that have been 
made to induce foreign immigration to flow 
in this direction, and after recogaizing the 
failure of the most of them, that what the 
south realiy needs is what itis getting to 
some extent, namely, the immigration o 
capital and capitalists. Certainly there is 
no objection to foreign immigrants. If they 
choose to come, we.. and good. They will 
meet witha hearty welcome, and they will 
find it an easier matter to secure comfortable 
homes here than in the bleak northwest. 

But it is best to recognize facts and make 
the mcosetof them. The Morning News says 
tLe negrois a barrier, and that his presenc#? 
here prevents foreign immigration. If that 
isso, it isa fact that ought to be recognized. 
The negro is here, and the farmers say they 
want no better laborer. If he ishereto stay, 
we sha!l have little or no foreign immigra- 
tion of the character that is flowing into the 
northwest. Consequently the best way to 
preserve the unilies isto do our best to se- 
cure the immigration of northern capital 
and cepitalists,

Electricity as a Motor. 
from the New York Sun. 

The most ambitious project yet broached for 
employing electricity as a universal motor is at 
present uncer consideration at Quebec. It has its 
origin im the successful use already made at 


Montmorency Falls as the source of power for 
lighting Bufferin Terrace by electricity. It isnow 
proposed to put the famous waterfall at work not 
only to runa short electric railway, but to furn- 
ish electric power euperseding steam in all the 


factories and workshops of Quebec. 

The utilization of natural waterfalls for this 

urpose is already known to be entirely practica- 

le. One of the first electric railways bui.t a8 a 
business ety ng ps hy we believe, that i bs 5 
rus& 0 ed by pencer some years : 
eS ore energy from a neighboring waterfall, 
Near Grenoble a similar experiment was made, 
the waterfall being made to work a printing press, 
asandmill and other machinery in_ the city. 
These, however, were small affairs com. 
pared with the scheme now 
Quebec. Should that be 
great waterfalls would acquire a value : 
that of their picturesqueness, and the practical 
man would no longer lose his enjoyment of their 
beauty in his regret over the amountof power ai 
lowed to go to waste. 

It is clear that the disposition to use electricity 
&s a motive power is again becoming very urgent. 
For a time its work in lighting absorbed attention, 
and certain objections on the ground of economy, 
convenience and safety also | seemed 
to oppose obstacles to immediately 
em ployirg it for transportation. Bat 
now both in New York and Philadelphiathis use 
is again seriously urged. In Philadelphia, we be» 
lieve,.an electric railway is expected to be regu 
larly running withina month, andin New York 
the experiments with electric motors on the Ninth 
avenue elevated road continue to be made, 
Electric railways have been established for years 
on a small scale in Germany, Austria, 
Belgium and elsewhere, and _ electric omui- 
buses and boats have been used in Paris and Vi- 
enna, Toronto, also, put in operation last month 
an electric railway about a mile long to Carry 
passengers-to and from the neighboriog fair 
grouncs. 

Quebec, however, will be entitled to take the 
lead, for the present, in widening the uses 01 
electricity, if she really succeeds in carrying into 
effect ner projected work with the Montmoreney 
falls, 


GERONIMO’S SU4RT TRICK, 


He Runs the Gauntlet of His Eaemies and 
Departs in Triumph, 

A telegram to the New York Sun from Tomb- 
stone, Arizona, October 5th, says: The depreda- 
tions of thesavages in this territory and New 
Mexico have alarmed the whole country as it 
neyer was alarmed before, The Indians are in 
small parties, and they move with such celerity 
that it has been found almost impossible to de- 
tect or capture them. They are everywhere, and 
life in exposed settlements is one unending round 
of alarms. 


Geronimo’s recent exploit at Fort Apache is on 
every tongue. A few weeks ago he was known to 
be in the Sierra Madre mountains in old Mexico, 
but he left his fastness and moved down into 
the valley. The troops and settlers who are 

icketed all along the border made ready for 

jim, but theyraw nothing of him, He moved 
by bight, and long before the pickets were aware 
of it be was across the border, making 
straight for Fort Apache. It is now be: 
lieved that he sent a spy ahead disguised as a 
Mexican peon, and that when this runner found 
the coast clear he signalled to his friends to fol- 
low. The Indians havea very ingenious code ol 
signals, and it wouig not be difficult for them to 
advance in a hostile country by their use. Oace 
across the line Geronimo made for the Mogollon 
mountains, and after hiding there until he had 
sent his spy into. Fort Apache, he made his de- 
Ecent. 

When the hostiles left the fort for thejwarpath in 

the spring they took very few women with them, 
Geronimo himself leaving both of his wives be. 
bind. Having made his escape to Old Mexico, and 
wishing toremain there hereafter, he laid his 
slans tofecure bis women. keaching the Mogol. 
ons in the manner described, he sent a spy to the 
fort, who notified his wives that at a certain 
hour their chief would be there to 
rescue them, and that they 
must be ready. Geronimo waited in his moua- 
tain retreat until the night was favorable, and 
tben moved slyly toward the reservation. He had 
to pass the officers’ quarters on his way to the 
piace where it was agreed that the women should 
be waitir g, but he stole by unobserved, and find- 
ing bis wives,made off with them to the moua- 
tains, The vext day it was discovered at the fort 
that two squaws had left during the night 
. and that Apaches had een nea 
the fort, but not until a week had elapsed was it 
known thet the women were Geronimo’s Wives, 
and that that doughty brave himself had been 
within the enclosure. : 

After gaining possession of the women Geronimo 
moved slow!y toward the soutb, and preceded in 
this cere a& before by a trusted spy, he ran the 
pickets onthe border and reached his Mexican 
éyrie in safety. His achievement is regarded as 
one of the smartest tricks ever played by a 
savage, and the’ skiJl with which it 
was executed shows how difficult is to be the task 
of snbdduing these raiders. They are reported in 
all directions in parties of from three to ten, but 
they move so rapidly, know the country so weil, 
acd have so meny hidiog places thatitis ali but 
impcssible forwhite men to corner them. The 
troops which have been on the trail for months 
are worn out with exposure, hardship, and dis- 
gustat their inability to find anything to fight.

He 
has given away a fortune. Like Horace Greeley, he 
dissipates in sgriculture.

Mrs, McClellan Chooses a Simple B arial 
for Her Husband. 


New Yorx, October 30.—It has been dex 
finitely arranged that fhe tuneral of General 
McClellan will take place at 10 o’clock Mon- 
day morning next, from the Madison Avenue 
Presbyterian church. In accordance with the 
request of Mrs. McClellan, there wiil be no 
military demonstration, although all the 
veterans who served under the general have 
been invited to the funeral. Rev. Dr. Parker 


will conduct simple services for the dead, 
and no eulogy will be pronounced. The 
pall bearers selected are General W. 5S. Han- 
cock, General Joseph E. Johnston, General 
Mertin T. McMahon, General Fitzjohn Porter, 
Generel W. B. Franklin, W. C. Prime, Hon. 
H.C. Kelsey and Colonel E. H. Wright, of 
Newerk. The interment will take placa in the 
femily plat at Trenton, on the same day. Mrs. 
McCielian has received telegraphic mess- 
ages of condolence froh General 
Joseph E. Johnston, Governor Pattison, 
of Pennsylvania, W. Ww. Story, 
sculptor of Rome, Marquis de Tonigini, of 
Italy, and many other distinguished people. 
General Shaler has placed the first division of 
the National Guard at the service of General 
McMeshon, to act as @ military escort, but the 
offer, in compliance with Mrs. McClellan’s 
wish, was declined with many thanks. Gen- 
eral McMahon came to this city from Orange 
tcday, and will return to the McClellan resi- 
dence this afternoon to make further arrange- 
ments. The Army ofthe Potomac will send 
representatives to the funeral. 
ARRANGING FOR THE PUNERAL. 

The arrangements for the funeral of Gen- 
eral George Bb. McClellan were nearly com- 
pleted today. Thedetails,saysthe Tribune, 
have been left entirely in the hands of General 
Martin T. McMahon and William C. Prime 
both intimate friends of the family. Genera 
McMahon was busy all day till 4 p.m. with 
the details requiring attention in this city. 
Prime remained in Orange, and received 
streams of visitors, who called at the house all 
the forenoon. The body of the dead 
general, with the family and _ relatives, 
will remain in Orange till Sunday afternoon, 
when they will come to this city. Mrs. Me- 
Clellan, with her son and daughter, will goto 
the house of Mr. Prime, at No. 38 East 
Twenty-third street, where they will pass the 
night. The general’s body will be taken di- 
rect'y to Madison Square Presbyterian church, 
where a simple service will be held on Mon- 
day at10 a.m. Rev. Dr. Charles H. Park- 
hurst, pastor of the church, will officiate, and 
will probably be assisted by Rev. Dr. John 
R. Paxton, of the West Presbyterian church, 
himself a veteran of the army of the Potomac. 

By General McClellan’s own wish, express- 
ed within the last few weeks to his wife, no 
eulogy will be delivered at the church. “lI 
desire to be buried with no more display than 
as a simple citizen,” were his words. Conse- 
quently no military honors will be extended 
to the dead soldier. Numerons offers of sol- 
diery, New Jersey state troops through Gov- 
ernor Abbett, and the ‘first division of the 
national guard of this state 
through Major-General Shaler, had been 
reepectfully declined by Mrs. McClellan. 
The offer by Mrs. Edward H. Stevens, of Ho- 
boken, of aspecial ferry boat to convey the 
body across the river was alsodeclined.
